Russia sent oat fur sealers, who em- 
ployed the miserable native Alaskans 
to do the killing, keeping those people 
in the xnosc absolute poverty and ig- 
norance that could be imagined, bnt un- 
der the American regime and the care of 
tbe Alaska Commercial company they 
have become prosperous and civilized. 
Thnsn Aleutian Indians have 5.000 seals 
reserved every year for food. 


President Jordan of Iceland Stanford 


university was appointed in tbe last year 
of Cleveland's administration to exam- 
ine into the condition of the seals, tak- 
ing into consideration their decline 
and threatened extermination. He sug- 
gested the novel plan of branding the 
mother seals so that the pelt would be 
practically valueless to tbe conscience- 
less hunters, and the saols thus marked 
would escape the general massacre. A 
number were treated in this way, bnt 
the handling aad capture of the mother 
•eal is believed to be a detriment to the 
perfect success of tbe plan. Under Pres- 
ident Jordan's supervision 350 seals were 
branded on tba back. 


In order to obtain tbe 5,000 seal cubs 


for a food store for tho Indians it was 
found necessary to handle 10,000 of the 
pups, aad this suggested the idea of 
eeqaeatratiug the bachelor seals where 
they woald be protected from pelagic 
fishing and hunting. President McKin- 
ley having appointed ex-Secretary Fos- 
ter and Charles Hanilin to look after 
the interests of tbe seals, it is hoped 
that they vrili find it possible to herd 
80,000 banbelor seals on St. Paul's is- 
land, -where by system and force of 
numbers in hacdhcg thein tbey can be 
counted aod protected as easily as? a 
herd of sfcecp. Wa-^r poads veill be pro- 
tected by a fence to keep cut aqaatic 
destroyers and birds cf prey. It is be- 
lieved that they caii be safely held iu 
that manner for a season.

female, that could be found on the 
Pribilof islands, but the bill never 
passed. 


Pelagic sealing—killing the seals in 


open sea with firearms or -with a spear 
—is considered wholesale slaughter, as 
in this indiscriminate killing many 
thousands of the animals are needlessly 
sacrificed before the proper age of 3 
years. Bachelor seals are legally killed 
rt this age, being enticed from their 
beauts and clubbed to death according 
to law. If, however, the killing ia done 
•with dispatch, it is as meritorious as 
any other method of death dealing 
among animals. 


That the queens of American society 


would wear seal as a lining for sable 
no ona need doubt, except that it would 
be a feat beyond the endurance of the 
most robust The governor of Michigan 
ia the owner of such a coat, bnt he 
keeps it in a ciest, insured for several 
thousand 
dollars egainst fire 
iurt 


thieves. Sealskin has the merit of be- 
ing mothproof, but whether from the 
quality of tLe dye or some native pecul- 
iarity is not known. Perhaps one of 
tbe surest signs of the decline of tbe 
seal is tbe fact that on the recent occa- 
sion of several large robberies the seal 
garments were left unmolested.—M. L.

The interception by tbe cruiser resulted 
in the family settling in Halifax instead 
of in the United states, bnt even after 
jeace was restored the two Kirkpatrick 
boys found it much barder to get their 
3aisc back tbaa it had been to exchange 
it cu shipboard. In fact, they never got 
;t back. 
•«£hose who had come to know them 
as Kilpatricks refused to know them as 
Kirkpatricks, and in the course of time 
the effort to reclaim the family name 
was abandoned as hopeless. Tbe varia- 
tion in prefix made expedient pro tern, 
by tbe intermeddling cruiser seems to 
have been ordained to continue sine 
die.—Harper's Bound Table.

I would force them 
to look npou the pallid faces of stunted 
children, worn women and hungry men 
wherever they wander, upon the torn 
bodies of tramps thrown from freight 
trains, upon all the needless, cruel mis- 
ery there is in this rich, fret) land of 
ours, until they, too, cried out for re- 
lief, M vre old cranks are continually 
doing. 


But the day is past for depicting con- 


ditions and stopping at that 
Starving 


people cannot wait for theories to de- 
velop. It is a case of "a bouse afire" 
to too many people. Something most be 
done and that quickly. And so the 
earnest ones are trying to pntinto prac- 
tical operation schemes for the amelio- 
ration of the conditions, with varying 
degrees of success, which are command- 
ing a great deal of attention. 


This harrying to do something that 


will mitigate human suffering immedi- 
ately does not always resell in lasting 
benefits. A hasty makeshift cannot al- 
ways be well grounded and stable. Such 
movements are apt to be philanthropic 
rather than scientific, to be barriers in 
the way of true progress rather than 
the creators of conditions in which hu- 
man beings can grow to be independent 
and strong and needless of ' 'movements" 
in their behalf. But then the reforms of 
the present day are many of them the 
result of years of experience and study, 
fovsomecf the "bright, farseeing souls" 
knew long ago that the day would come 
when "something would have to be 
done, and that quickly.*' 


The coal miners' strike in the east, 


though one of the foremost objects at 
present writing, is scarcely a new move- 
ment, perhaps not even a practical one. 
Tb« strike is nearly as old as the race — 
M old as history at least Recently 
some Of its ablest defenders have said 
that its day was past; that it would 
mover achieve success again. To see the 
pony numbers in labor's ranks, with 
starvation always hovering near and 
death stalking in the background, set- 
ting out to fight capital iutrc:v h . be 
hind false systems, "law aud oruer," 
governments and all the powers of these 
institutions, is to feel the heart fail ai:d 
sicken with dread. It seenio so tape!. ss, 
yet when men are placed as these rrrn 
are it is as they declare — "tbey might 
as well starve in idleness as to starve 
working, " While the returns for the 
most difficult and dangerous work in 
tiwworld are not sufficient to keep star- 
vation two paces from the threshold, :t 
is time to stop, let the consequences be 
what they may. I rejoice when men re- 
fuse to be slaves. 
Though freedom 


means death, it is grander to die than 
to supinely wear chain* and live. I 
think I understand the spirit which ac- 
tuates these desperate men, and I admire 
them for it. Their case may not be so 
hopeless. There ara powerful influences 
at work, great forces which lie at the 
bottom of all great advancements of so- 
ciety. 


The social democracy is a practical 


movement, a well studied, economic 
plan. It at- least promises to remove 
men from the crowded centers where 
the general Buffering of the whole but 
augments that of each and to give them 
access to the land and what that in- 
cludes. It promises to afford them a 
chance to make for themselves the con- 
ditions and regulations under which 
tbey must live and labor. It is exciting 
a great deal of attention, especially in 
the west The element of hope in it in 
spires enthusiasm. Whether it accom- 
plishes all that is hoped for it or not, it 
is u great idea, conceived by thoroughly 
earnest and devoted man and entered 
into by the most disinterested and sin- 
cere of reformers. 


Another practical reform which seems 


to be spreading rapidly is the labor ex- 
change. Its ameliorating effects are to 
be felt immediately upon its establish- 
ment, though it may be in ever so email 
a degree. Tbe starting of a branch in a 
dull, dead town sets somebody to work 
that else would not have found employ- 
ment. It stimulates business directly 
among these who enter into it and thus 
far is on immediate good. Yet it in- 
jures no oue, for with every new pro- 
ducer that 19 put into the field a now 
con sumer is made. Men out of work are 
not good customers to any one; men 
who produce and are enabled to ex- 
change their prod net ions on an equit- 
able oasis are not only pronperoug thero- 
rolve*, but help to makn other people so. 
If the branch is rightly managed and 
grows and widens ant in a natural, well 
balanced way, an hnprorttment will be 
seen in the wholn r-ornmtinity that is of- 
ten wonderful. This has been demon- 
strated in hundreds of towns. 


All labor may well be intnraated in 


tho exchange work, for it is built upon 
tbu principle that "labor creatos all 


wealth" and that tbe medium «t

It bears on 
the faoe of it a promise to immediately 
improve the condition of the workers, 
and it has within its nature nothing 
which would prevent it from being in 
action in toe freest and most advanced 
society possible. It is voluntary co-op- 
eration, the wisest "division of labor," 
furnishes a plan of exact equity in ex- 
change, means universal justice, gen- 
eral industry, and the elimination of 
the parasite class, when once it becomes 
general 


A labor reformer is not op to date 


nowadays if he does not post himself 
upon the labor exchange.

HOW TRAMPS ARE MADE. 


One Who HM Been Thrtmeh the Mill Tells 


of the Froitlew Search For Work. 


As concerns "the tramp problem," I 


am a workingmin and sometimes have 
to tramp, and I wish to see fair pLvy. 
If employers would consider the work- 
ingman a little more, we shocld have 
fewer tramps. I am an iron molder by 
trade, and I think there are more 
tramps in my trade than in any other 
The cause is the greed of the employers. 
I have worked in Chicagb tbe last 11 
years. I have made fair wages part of 
the time, but I will give my experience 
of the molder's trade as I have found u. 
In the first place, the majority of tbe 
shops are in an insanitary condition. If 
yon ask a molder what pay he gets, he 
probably will answer |3.25 a day. That 
is 22>2 cents an hour, ten hours in tho 
day. But how few work ten hours! I 
have been in a foundry till 12 o'clock at 
night, but only got tbe usual $2.25, no 
overtime being paid. The majority of 
molders do not get more than $-3 a day. 
H they got regular employment, that 
would not be so bad, but one-third of 
the men are idle and have been for the 
last three years. 


Why should a man be a tramp when 


he is looking for work? In the iron busi- 
ness one will hear there is work at Pitts- 
burg or some other distant place. Well, 
if a man is anxious to work he will 
want to go there. Paying his fare in the 
regular way is out of the question, and 
he is obliged to take a box car and rough 
it 
When he gets there, he often finds 


he cannot get work. 
What is he to do? 


He knows it is of no use to return home, 
so he will go farther, not for tbe love of 
tramping, but because there is nothing 
else, for hira to da 
Tramping in liko 


drinking. It does not come good at first, 
bat when a man gets down to a certain 
extent he gets regardless of what b»>- 
Tmes of him. Ous bad system in this 
country is that of the "employment 
agencies." They charge men f 2 each to 
get them work; then the agent will give 
f 1 to the foreman or person who em- 
ploys thj m»n to ihsmi-s tbeai, so that 
he cau arivr-rt:s'3 for more men acd 
make more mcary. 


I was otic of work last vrinter. I 


beard Armcnr was shipping men to Or- 
dar lake to cut ice. .1 went to Armour's 
ofSce, but there \\as a notice up, "Xo 
more men for ice cutting." Well, I 
went to oue of the "employment agen- 
cies. " Thi>y vanted inea to go to Cedar 
lake to cut ice for Araour. I wanted 
something to do. I -went to the agent 
He wanted §3. I had only 50 cents. I 
gave luni that and a note to get §1.50 
from Armour. I worked five nights rt 
12% cents an hnr.r. I worked 13 hoars 
that way—$1.30 anight. We paid back 
15 cents a meal and slept on benches. 
But workiiiginen ought not to kiok 
One mau, after working three days, lost 
in the water a bar of iron with which 
he was splitting tbe ice, and they want- 
ed to make him pay $5 for it Employ- 
ers and people know nothing about 
workingmen and tbcir trials. What 
makes tramps is tbe want of employ-

Seven years 
of this tiird I sjx-i.t in a uorse rt^imcnt 
iu tbf British srmy, and ihtic i? none 
bat cobbK^toufs, granite block* and w- 
mpnt floors. No htter is allowed in the 
etabl«s from 6 a, a. to 5:30 p. m., and 
each horse gets only eight pounds of 
straw dailv for bsddii>g, so you can 
guess what a nice, soft bed that will 
give him. Their labor is cf t!.o wortt 
kind, quick and hard for a s~~jit t:iue 
during drill, and then stand still. In 
all that time I never knew a horse lame 
from standing in the stable, and I 
never bad ono sprained by slipping on 
the cement, and we have bad all throe 
kinds of floor in different stable* at the 
game place. 


Tbe last stable floor I had in Stirling, 


Scotland, was ceml'nt—stable, coach- 
bonse aud court—and I never had an 
easier place to keep or more healthful 
stables. Many private stables in Great 
Britain have been laid with glazed, 
corrugated bricks. They make a very 
nice floor, but as soon as the surface is 
worn off tbey soon wear into holes and- 
have to be replaced. I have worked on 
farms where they were used in the cow 
barn and were excellent for that par- 
pose. I have had cement floor pigpens, 
and when I let the hogs out and put tbe 
hose on the floor yea could not tell by 
the smell of tbe place there had been a 
hog in it for a year. 


A horse stable with cement floor gives 


good, sweet air to breathe, and a wood- 
en floor gives ammonia. A cement floor 
is more easily cleaned, therefore likely 
to be better cleaned. A cement floor 
saves litter because it retains no mois- 
ture to be taken up by tbe straw. A 
cement floor eaves the urine and tbe 
"vet's" bills. A cement floor is vermin 
proof, so it also saves the corn crib. Ai: 
ammonia laden atmosphere aud a aewly 
painted buggy make a good pair. Try 
them. 


Cost at Growing Corn. 


The coat of growing corn ia the sub- 


ject of a series of articles in American 
Agriculturist. These contain 
many 


points of interest. In an investigation 
made in eight corn growing states it 
appears that more than two-thirds of 
the labor necessary to the production of 
the crop was perfonnwi by the owners" 
of tbe crop and their families. The pro- 
portion, however, varies widely in the 
different states. In Kentucky, for ex- 
ample, 75 per cent of the labor was 
hired, while in Indiana only 20 per 
cent, and in Iowa only 18 per cent, was 
hired, the remainder being prosecuted 
by members of the families reporting 
the tests. Tba average rate of monthly 
wages paid laborers employed in the 
eight states was $15.01, including 
board, and |23 without board. The dif- 
ference, §C.C3, represents the estimated 
monthly cost of maintenance. The rate 
of wages paid monthly, with board, was 
reported, as follows: Kentucky, $11.50; 
Ohio, $15.40; Indiana, $16; Illinois, 
$17.60; Iowa, |18.75; Missouri, $14.29; 
Kansas, $16.25; Nebraska, $17.44.

AT HIS OLD PRANKS. 


Source of Hcut In the Body. 


An important soarci of beat in the 


body is cir.e to the fricticn of tho blood 
as it circulates in its vessels. All of this 
resistance, which is overcome by the 
heart, is transformed directly into heat. 
We may calculate the amount approxi- 
mately. It is supposed that .6192 kilo- 
gram meters of blood is expelled from 
the left ventricle at each stroke, and at 
73 strokes a rainsto this would give 
44.3124 kilogram meters per minute, if 
we suppose that the right heart does 
one-quarter the work of the left, or 
about 10 kilogram meters per minute, 
we have for the total work per minute 
64.313 kilogram meters, -which corre- 
sponds to 13s calories per miunte. 


This is perhaps a rather high estimate, 


for ordinary conditions, but where the 
heart is forced to pump a mpefa larger 
quantity of blood in order to maintain 
the normal temperature this estimate 
is probably much exceeded at times. 
Since this friction takes place largely 
in the most constricted portions of tho 
circulation, it \vonld be natural to ex- 
pect that the blood whio-h bad been 
driven through tho capillary system of 
'a gland weald issue much warmer than 
it tutored, and such we find to be the 
case. Tims the blood of tho hepatic 
vein has born observed to be 40. ?;i, 
while that iri the right heart was 87.7. 
In the muscles HO contraction can tak? 
plaot- without an increased flow of blood 
tbrct^h them, with a simultaneous con- 
striction of the capillaries, \vhieh wonld 
naturally give gnse to •'' considerable 
production of beat, a fact; constantly 
observed.—Sanitarian.

yc.llowjackcte, 
auts, beetles, 


worms, spider?, snails, bugs, grasshop- 
pers, cricket*, 
weevils, 
caterpillar.-, 


moths, etc. Tbe stomach that doesn't 
flinch at yellowjaclccts, wasps, blister 
beetles and click beetles or pinch buss 
wonld seem to be prepared for anything 
in tho insect iine, and it doubtless is. 
In 24 hours tho toad consumes enough 
food to nil its stomach four times. A 
single toad will in three months devour 
over 10,000 insects. If every ten of 
these wonld have done 1 cent damage, 
tbo toad has saved $10. Evidently the 
toad is a valuablH friend to the fanner, 
gardener and fruit grower and can bo 
made especially useful in the green- 
house, garden ami berry putcb. — Galves- 
ton News.

is ready to write or paint upon. Evcii 
writing of microscopic minuteness can 
be applied to the prepared glass surface 
without tho danger of tho ink runniiig. 
On this surface colors, india ink nnd 
any kind of pigment, may bo employed.

Among many statements made by it 
is one which alleges that the produc- 
tion of patroieum for is9« was the 
largest of any year, it having been 
60,964,686 barrels as compared with 
52,983,526 barrels in 1895- an in- 
crease of 7,960,100 barrels, or about 
15 per cent. Pennsylvania Increased 
her product from 18,231,442 barrels 
in 1895 to 19,541,409 barrels in 1896 
—a gam ol l, 309,967 barrels, or 71 
per cent. 


The largest gain, with the eicep- 


tton of Ohio, within the year is found 
in West Virginia, the Increase bal- 
ing amounted to 23i per cent. Toe 
Lima oil field, in Onto, increased its 
product about 30 per cent, in 189«, 
and the output from this locality was 
20,575,529 barrels, or 1,034,120 bar- 
rels more than the output of Penn- 
sylvania iu the same period. It will 
probably be a surprise to many read- 
er- to learn that the product of the 
Lima-Indiana field was41.4 percent 
of the petroleum product in'the en- 
tire country. The average price of 
Lima oil was 66.7 cents in 1896 as 
compared with 71.7 cents in 1895.
